Manila, March 28.—General Fred- 
erick Funston’s daring project for 
the capture of Aguinaldo in his hid- 
ing place in the province of Isabela, 
has proved com-

The province of Isabella, 
capture of Aguinaldo occurred, 
the island of Luzon about 200 miles north- 
east of Manila and about seventy-five 
miles north of Baler, on the eastern 
coast, which place was made memorable 
by the capture of Lieutenant Gilmore 
and his party from the gunboat York- 
town in April, 1899. Isabella province is 
wild and mountainous, especially along 
the coast, where the‘high range, known 
as the Grand Cordelljinas Oriente, ex- 
tends for a hundred miles or more from 
north to south, the highest point of the 
range being but a few miles from the 
shore. 

Rugged trails in some places but a foot 
or two in width lead across the moun- 
tains frequently crossed by rushing 
streams, and where these overflow their 
banks the trails are waist deep in mud. 
It was to this uninviting district that 


General Funston and his small band went 


@ short time ago. It was a part of the 
island that had never been visited by 
American troops. 

General Funston’s plans as outlined in 
a dispatch from Manila to the Associated 
Press a few days ago, were to make the 
trip over the Isabella mountains to 
Aguinaldo’s hiding place -accompanied 
by Surgeon Harris, Captain Newton, 
the Thirty-fourth infantry: Lieutenant 
Admire, of the Twenty-second ‘infantry: 
Lieutenant Mitchell, of the Fortieth in- 


fantry; six veteran scouts and a company 
of native scouts, all picked men. Thev 
were to be landed by the gunboat Vicks- 
burg on @ remote beach north of Baler 
and were to proceed overland guided by 
a former officer of Aguinaldo who had 
betrayed to Funston the Filipino leader’s 
abode. 

To deceive the enemy it was arranged 
that Aguinaldo’s representative, who had 
given the information to the Americans, 
Should lead the native scouts and as- 
sume the character of insurgents sti)l 
loyal to the rebel cause. 

They were to make it appear that they 
had captured General Funston and other 
American officers of high rank and was 
bringing them into the camp of the in- 
Surgent chief to be delivered as prisoners 
of war. Then was to come the daring 
part of the plan. 

The pretended prisoners were to throw 
aside their assumed character and meta- 
morphose themselves from prisoners to 
captors, seize Aguinaldo, beat down any 
opposition that might. show itself and 
hold tneir prisoner. 

To carry out the programme required 
a long march into the interior, and never- 
ceasing caution to guard again treachery. 
The troops in New Vizcaya and New 
i ija and the gunboats Vicksburg and 
Albany were ordered to co-operate with 
the capturing party. 


The news of .Aguinaldo’s capture rms, 


cates clearly that the plans of General 
Funston were carried out successfully. 
General MacArthur has approved the 
Sentence of the military commission 
which tried the leader of the Philippine 
secret society known as the “Mando- 
Ducat, who murdered OQuisimbiming na- 
tive president of the town of Calamba, 
on Bay Lake, and took his head to the 
headquarters of the insurgent general, 
Cailles, of that district. Five of the ring- 
leaders of the Mando-Ducats were sen- 
tenced to be hanged at Calamba April &h, 
one to imprisonment for life and four 
others to imprisonment for twenty years. 
Captain Augustus McManus, of the 
Thirty-ninth volunteer infantry, who ef. 
fected the arrest and secured the convic- 
tions of: these Mando-Ducat leaders, has 
been complimented for his work. 
Affairs in the Laguna province are as- 
guming better shape since the inhab- 
itants have been largely relieved of the 
.terrorism exercised by the insurgents. 
_Army in the Philippines. 
Washington, March 27.—The present 
plan of the war department contemplates 
maintenance of an army of 50,000 men in 
the Philippines until order has been 
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pletely established under the proposed 
new civil government and the garrison 
can safely be reduced to a peace foot- 
ing. There are now about 65,000 troops in 
the Philippines and China, and the orig- 
inal plan was to maintain an army of 
60,000 men in the Philippines until a sta- 
ble government had been established. 
The plan was to replace the volunteers, 
numbering about 25,000, with regulars to 
an extent sufficient to keep up all exist- 
ing garrisons throughout archipelago, but 
it has been found to be impracticable to 
do so under existing conditions within 
the short time intervening before the Ist 
of July next, when the entire volunteef 
army must be disbanded. The failure of 
the plan is due to the lack of available 
officers in this country to organize the 
new regiments authorized by congress 
and not so much to the difficulty of re- 
cruiting the regiments. 

Will Please McKinley. | 

Washington, March 27.—Official news of 
the capture of Aguinaldo had not reached 
the war department up to a late hour to- 
night. The president had retired before- 
the bulletin arrived and he will hear the 
news for the first time in the morning. 

The capture of Aguinaldo will be a 
source of great satisfaction to the pres!- 
dent and his advisers. Coming so soon 
after the surrenders reported by General 
MacArthur of prominent Filipino officers 
and the successful establishment of civil 
local government by the Taft commission, 
they feel that the end of the rebellious 
warfare in the islands is near at hand. 
With the expected collapse of further op- 
position, which it is confidently believed 
will follow, the hope is expressed that it 
will not be necessary to maintain such a 
large standing army in the islands as is 
now contemplated. 

The disposition of Aguinaldo now that 
he has been apprehended, will be an in- 
teresting one for the administration to 
determine. The possibility of his capture 
at any time always had been kept in 
view and that of his future has been a 
matter of discussion by the officials here. 
It is not believed, however, that any fefi- 
nite line of action was ever determined 
upon in regard to the matter. The atti- 
tude of the government for a long time 
past has been one of comparative indiffer- 
ence to Aguinaldo’s capture, it having 
been determined to crush the rebellion 
without regard to his whereabouts. His 
recent activity in directing the course of 
operations against the American forces 
probably brought about the recent change 
in this attitude. 

As the leader of 
against the United States government, 
Aguinaldo may be tried and executed, a 
lesser punishment meted to him by ex- 
ecutive clemency, or complete amnesty 
extended. While the question of pun-,| 
ishment rests with the military authori- 
ties, it is believed the president will 
make the matter one for determination 
primarily by the authorities here. 

' Bryan Won’t Comment. 

Lincoln, Nebr., March 27.—W. J. Bryan 
was tonight informed of the capture of 
Aguinaldo and asked for an expression 
of opinion. He said he preferred to wait 
until there was more complete verifica- 
tion of the report. Mr. Bryan did not 
doubt the accuracy of the Associated 
Press bulletin, but said so many pre- 
vious reports haf proven without foun- 
dation that he believed it wise to post- 
pone commenting. 

Otis Glad of Capture. 

Chicago, March 28.—General Elwell 8. 
Otis was awakened this morning with the 
news that Aguinaldo had been captured 
by General Funston.

CUBANS TAKE ACTION TODAY. 


Platt Amendment To Be Passed On 
by the Convention. 

Havana, March 27.—The committee on 
foreign relations of the Cuban constitu- 
tional convention expects to complete its 
work of drawing up a report for the con- 
vention Saturday, The coming municipal 
elections are beginning to affect the polit- 
ical situation and to cause the drawing 
of party lines in the convention, This may 
result in a reaction from the somewhat 
liberal spirit that has been manifested by 
the radicals during the last few days. 

The conservatives have drawn up a pro- 
posed scheme of relations with the United 
States on substantially the lines of the 
Platt amendment, including a clause ask- 
ing for a reciprocity treaty. This will 
be presented to the committee on rela- 
tions tomorrow. 

Senator Cockrell has been visited by 
many delegates and he has told them all 
that the Platt amendment is in the. inter- 
est of Cuba, and-a guarantee of independ- 
ence.

But Will Hamper United States hy 


Conditions. . 

London, March 28.—The Daily Mail pub- 
lishes the following dispatch ‘from its 
Copenhagen correspondent: 

“T am ehabled to state, on the very best 
authority, that Denmark has communi- 
cated to the United States the following 
conditions for the sale of the Danish 
West Indies. 

‘1 Four milliom dollars to be paid to 
Denmark. 

‘? The population to decide by vote 
whether to remain Danish or to be trans- 
ferred to America. 

“2 If the vote is favorable to the 
United States then the inhabitants to be- 
come immediately not only American 
subjects, but American citizens. 

“4 Products of the island to be ad- 
mitted to the United States free of duty. 

“It is supposed here that Washington 
will not readily accept the third and 
fourth conditions.”’ 


KAISER IS A PROHIBITIONIST. 


He Has a Bill Intrceduced Against 
Misuse of Alcohol. 

Berlin, March 27.—A bill has been in- 
troduced in the Prussian Diet, presum- 
ably at the suggestion of Emperor Wil- 
liam, directed against the misuse of alco- 
hol. 

It forbids the sale of alcoholic prepa- 
rations containing fusel oil, prohibiting 
also the sale of intoxicating beverages 
to persons under sixteen years of age, 
to persons known to be habitual drunk- 
ards, and to persons already under the 
influence of liquor. No intoxicating bev- 
erages are to be sold before 7 o’clock in 
the morning. . 

In depots and public offices charts must 
be displayed showing the injurious ef- 
fects of alcohol.

He finally became 
sick and the town took charge of him.

TURKEY IN VERY BAD WAY. 


Finances Are Said To Be in Inextri- 
cable Confusion.

Turkish finances are in inextricable con- 

fusion. All government salaries are from 
six to eight months in arrears. Upward 
of a million Turkish pounds are due for 
war material, while the military expendi- 
tures is daily increasing, in order to cope 
with the rebellion in the province of Ye- 
men, in south Arabia, the possible rising 
in Macedonia. 
. There is no doubt that the Ottoman 
troops received @ severe check at the 
hands of the Arab insurgents, who, in a 
manifesto denou the sultan, pro- 
claimed his brother, “Mohammed Reshad 
Effendi, to be sultan, with the title of 
‘Mohammed VY. The young Turks’ party 
have adhered to the Arabian proclamation 
and the open enmity to Abdul Hamid, the 
sultan, has.spread to the palace and the 
sultan’s advisers, Izzet Bey is said to 
be preparing for filght. The patrois of 
Constantinople have been doubled. Yo- 
hammedans and Christians are arrested 
hourly and large numbers are daily ship- 
ped to Asia Minor. 

The tension between Bulgarians and 
Mussulmans in Macedonia is extreme. It 
is reported that another band of ma- 
rauders has crossed Bulgaria into Mace- 
donia,

BAYONETS WILL 
REIGN IN RUSSIA 


Marla Law lo Be Declared. 
in St Petersburg 


THOUSANDS OF PRISONERS 


Jails Are Full of Persons Arrested 
in Connection with the Recent 
Riots — Concessions Will 
Be Made to the Stu- 
dents. 


St. Petersburg, March 27.—Itis reliably 
reported that at a ministerial committee 
meeting held in the presence of the Grand 
Duke Viadimir, commander of the St. 
Petersburg garrison, the proposal! to place 
the capital under martial law, should the 
indications presage further difficulties, 
was heatedly debated. M,. De Witte, the 
flanance minister, was energetically op- 
posed to the establishment of martial 
law, owing to financial reasons, not to 
mention the disastrous effect which it 
would have upon industry, commerce and 
the committees standing with foreign cap- 
italists. The committee, accordingly, 
sanctioned the issuing of a circular which 
has been issued by the ministry of the 
interior. 

A ministerial council hes been called 
for Friday at Tsars-Koe-Selo. 

Thousands of Prisoners. 

The examination of the: 1,180 political 
prisoners is now being conducted in se- 
cret by the police. 

Thirty-six prisoners who were arrested 
as leaders of the student movement, be- 
fore the last riots, will probably be re- 
leased from custody tomorrow, and will 
be excluded from the university for dif- 
ferent periods. 

It is reported from trustworthy sources 
that the government has decided to make 
unofficial concessions to the students, and 
accordingly the military reguiations 
against student agitators are therefore 
set aside for the present, though there 
will be no public announcement to this 
effect for some time. The prisoners will 
not be drafted into the army. This is one 
of the results of the ministerial meeting. 

They Cheer the Rioters. 

New York, March 27.—Fully 3,000 people 
were crowded into the new Irving hall 
tonight at a mass meeting of Russian 
sympathizers. The object of the meet- 
ing Was to discuss the recent political 
demonstrations in St. Petersburg. Vlad- 
imir Stalechnikoff presided at ‘he meet- 
ing. He is a Russian nobleman, now an 
architect by profession, who was promi- 
nently connected with the nihilist n-cve- 
ment in that country and who fled scme 
years ago in order to save himself from 
being transported to Siberia. 

Fully one-third of the audience tonight 
were women, and they were as enthusi- 
astic in their applause as the men, and 
all the addresses were enthusiastically 
received. The chairman in his opening 
remarks said that he wanted it under- 
stood that he and his colleagues are op- 
posed to violence. 

“But what can we do when our fricnds 
and relatives are thrown into jail, driven 
into insanity or suicide, or drafted into 
the army, or hustled off to Siberia be- 
cause we ask for better conditions or 
higher wages?” he asked, 

“We are opposed to violence,” he said, 
“but there are times when violence is 
necessary. The same people who assas- 
sinated Nicholas I sent letters of sympa- 
thy to this country and universally con- 
demned the act when Garfield was kilted 
by Guiteau, because the conditions in 
this country did not warrant such an 
ection.” 

Not Czar, but Czarism. 

The principal address of the evening 
was given ir English by Abraham Ca- 
han, and his epeech, by a vote, was 
adopted as the sentiment of the meeting. 
Ke said in part: 

‘It is not the czar, but czarism. It is 
not the throne, but the system. This: ys- 
tem is personified in those who make a 
catspaw of Nicholas II, for if .there is 
one man in the empire who is not the 
master of Russia it is the czar. The sys- 
tem of which Nicholas II is the figure- 
head is embodied in Poboydonotseff. The 
Rvesian government is a government of 
the twelfth century, while the European 
culture today is the culture of the twen 
tieth. 

“Russia is made up of people who have 
fhe same bores and aspirations as those 
of other countries, and the discrepancy 
between the mental and spiritual status 
of the people and the pohtical regime if 
at the bottom of the situation. 

“But the American spirit of 1776 is being 
revived there. The educated classes are 
panting for breath and the working pec- 
ple want the right to struggle for the 
improvement of their lot. Hence the 
bond between the two.” 
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SHIP BUILDING OF THE WORLD. 


United States Led Last Year Both 
Germany and France. 
Washington, March 27.—According to a 
report to the state department by United 
States Consul Sawter, at Glauchau, the 
ship building vards of Great Britain dur- 
ing 1900 turned out 1,442,471 tons of com- 
mercial vessels against 861,692 tons by 
all other countries combined. With war- 
ships added, the respective amounts ag~ 

gregate 1,510,835 and 1,063,792.

TAX DODGERS ARE LEGION 


So Agent Clapperton Tells the In- 
dustrial Commission. 


WEALTH IS DODGING BURDENS 


Great Deal of Property Is Not Bear- 
ing Its Just Share of 
Taxation. 


Washington, March 27.—The industrial 
commission has made public a _ report 
upon the taxation of corporations pre- 
pared by its expert agent, George Clap- 
perton. The report makes a volume of 
178 pages. The greater part of it is de- 
voted to a summary of the tax systems 
of the states of Massachusetts, Connec- 
ticut, New York, New Jersey, Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio, Indiana, Michigan, Illinois, 
Wisconsin, Iowa and Texas. 

Mr. Clapperton says that he found the 
general property tax system prevailing 
in all the states, but that there are dis- 
tinctive features in the various states, 
which are especially marked in the taxa- 
tion gf corporate property. He does not 
endorse the system of levying a fixed 
rate upon net earnings, which is in vogue 
in Delaware and Virginia, finding that 
while the system is. theoretically satis- 
factory, it “does not meet the _ varied 
business developments of corporations.’’ 
He also finds the general property tax 
unsatisfactory. On this point he says: 

“It is clear that under this system 
there are numerous forms of wealth that 
do not and can not be made to bear a 
just share of the public burdens, and 
which, when reached at all under the pre- 
vailing general property tax, are not 
equally and uniformly but unjustly and 
disproportionately taxed, as compared 
with other property. The inevitable re- 
sult is that real estate and some forms 
of personalty are unduly burdened with 
taxation.”’ 

Upon the whole, Mr. Clapperton con- 
cludes that the income tax is the most 
equitable, saying: 

“There is a growing class of citizens 
who receive large incomes or salaries, 
and enjoy all the advantages of society 
and good government, who, though pos- 
sessed of abundant ability to pay taxes, 
are, under existing systems, practically 
exempt from taxation or inadequately 
taxed. This class is receiving and must 
continue to receive especial attention in 
the revision or reformation of taxing sys- 
tems in the several states. 

“While a tax upon individual incomes 
is generally conceded to be just and 
equitable in principle, it has been re- 
ceived with disfavor and regarded as im- 
practical in its operation. It is appar- 
ent, however, to the careful student of 
commonwealth taxation, that because of 
its justice and the increasing efficiency 
of state administrative methods that are 
being evolved, the idea of a limited sup- 
plementary state income tax is growing 
in favor and coming to be more gener- 
ally regarded as a practical measure 
under state supervision.’’ 


MARYLAND CENSUS PADDED. 


Three More Persons Implicated in 
the Fraud Arrested. - 
Washington, March 27.—Director Merri- 
am, of the census bureau, has received 
information of the arrest of three addi- 
tional persons in St. Mary’s county, 
Maryland, who, it is alleged, are impli- 
cated in the census frauds recently dis- 
covered in that county. Two of those 
persons, Joseph Ching, a lawyer of 
Leonardtown, and a former enumerator 
named Coyter, were brought to Baltimore 
this morning. 

The charge against the former is that 
of aiding and abetting enumerators to 
make fictitious returns of the population, 
while that against the latter is padding 
the returns. The investigation, the di- 
rector says, shows that Coyter had re- 
turned 198 more persons than were in 
his district. 

A telephone message received by the 
director from Baltimore today says the 
two men were released on $1,500 bail each. 
Another former enumerator by the name 
of Bowles was arrested in St. Mary's 
county, but apparently has not yet been 
brought to Baltimore. This makes three 
enumerators in all of the nine who took 
the census in St. Mary’s county who have 
been arrested. 


SPAIN MUST PAY MILLIONS. 


List of Claims Has Been Sent to the 
Spanish Commission. 
Washington, March 27.—The Spanish 
war claims committee, of which former 
Senator Chandler, of New Hampshire, is 
president, has received from the state de- 
partment a full list of claims against 
Spain growing out of the insurrection in 
Cuba, which were filed in the depart- 
ment up to the 15th of the present month. 
The claims are all those of American cit- 
izens. The treaty of Paris of the govern- 
ments of the United States and Spain un- 
dertook to adjust the claims of their own 

citizens. 

The grand total of these claims is 
about $30,000,000 and included in the list are 
five claims in excess of a million dollars. 
Mrs, Ruiz, a ~vidow of the dentist who 
was killed in a Havana prison, is a claim- 
ant for $75,000. The largest single claim is 
that of John W. Brock, on account of 
property losses, estimated at $2,162,415. 


WILL NOT TOEBRCE MOROCCO. 


Claims of United States To Be Ad- 
justed Without Force. 
Washington, March 27.—Secretary Long 
today cabled an order to Admiral Rodgers 
on board the cruiser New York, at Tan- 
giers, to proceed at once with that vessel 
to Manila. This is an abandonment of 
the plan to have the New York convey 
United States Consul General Gummere 
from Tangiers to Nazagan, fn the attempt 

to collect American claims. 

It is the purpose of the state depart- 
ment to endeavor to adjust these claims 
and other outstanding issues against Mo- 
rocco without any show of force, and in 
the ordinary practice of diplomacy. 


BUCK’S LEAVE OF ABSENCE. 


Not Ordered To Return to Japan Be- 
cause of War Cloud. 


Washington, March 27.—Published re- 
ports having stated that Hon. Alfred E. 
Buck, the United States minister to Ja- 
pan. who is in this country on a leave of 
absence, had been ordered to return im- 
raediately to his post of duty because of 
threatened entanglements between Japan 
and Russia, it is learned in authoritative 
quarters tonight that there is no truth in 
the reports. Mr. Buck’s sixty days’ leave 
of absence has about expired and he is 
about to return to Japan in the usual 
course of events. 


Steamer Goes Ashore. 


New York. March 27.—The little Nor- 
wegian fruit steamer Gwent, from Banes, 
Cuba. with a cargo of bananas, went 
ashore at Long Beach, Long island, last 
night, and as she was high ashore this 
afternoon with the surf beating over her, 
it is believed that the vessel wil! be a 
total loss. There were six passengers 
aboard the fruiter at the time she ran 

All of them were rescued.

British Government Has Entered

THREE POWERS OPPOSE 
DESIGNS OF THE CZAR 


United States, Japan and Great 
Britain Are One in Standing 
Out for the Integrity of 
China — Convenfion 
Not Yet Signed. 


Washington. March 27.—The British 
government has protested against China's 
making a convention with any power 
touching territorial or financial affairs 
until the present troubles in that country 
are concluded. The fact of the British 
protest was made known here for the 
first time today by a dispatch from one of 
the offices of Europe. 

It states that the protest was made 
through Sir Eernest Satrow, the British 
minister at Pekin. It does not state when 
the representations were made, but from 
the fact that the dispatcn was received 
in Washington today it is taken that the 
protest has been within the last day or 
iwo. Although the Russian agreement is 
not specifically referred to, it is sald to be 
clear that the British action is directed 
against the Russian agreement. The lan- 
guage appears to be similar to that used 
by Secretary Hay in the American pro- 
test. The effect of the British action is 
to place the United States. Japan and 
Great Britain in forma) opposition to the 
signing of a convention with any power 
pending the settlement of the Chinese 
troubles. 

The concurrence of these protests prob- 
ably explain why the Manchurian agree- 
ment has not been signed. There was no 
definite information received here today. 
at the state department or at any of the 
foreign embassies, as to whether the 
agreement had been signed or rejected, 

There was something of a stir in diplo- 
matic quarters over the report coming 
from Official sources that the United 
States was considering the advisability 
of addressing Russia directly on the sub- 
ject. Heretofore the American objections 
to the Manchurian agreement have been 
addressed to China. Copies were furnish- 
ed the Russian authorities, though the 
protest in form has been to China and 
not to Russia. Several of the foreign 
representatives advised their governments 
that this step was contemplated by the 
United States, but there is no official in- 
formation available as to how far the 
consideration of the move has proceeded. 


China Had Not Signed. 


Pekin, March 27.—China had not signeé 
the Manchurian greement last night 
when the time exgired. 

The bodies of six American marines 
who were killed during the siege of the 
legations and buried in the Russian lega- 
tlom were removed today for shipment to 
the United States. In addition to ths 
American troops. in Pekin, the Monocacy, 
Commander F. M. Wise, sent a detach- 
ment of marines to be present at the dis- 
interment, 

The courtesy of the Russians deeply 
moved all he Americans. Two Russian 
companies participated in all the ceremo- 
nies. The Russians guarded the disin- 
terred bodies all night and rendered all 
the Russian military honors to the dead. 

General Chaffee wrote to M. de Glers 
an expression of his feelings and of the 
feelings of the officers and men of the 
cent're commend. M. de Giers, referring 
to the incident, said: 

“It was only natural. The Russians 
and Americans fought side by side dur- 
ing the siege and were virtually broth- 
ers. 

it is recalled that in the case of an 
American ‘marine. who had done duty 
beside a Russian soldier, who was buried 
w-thout a coffin, the Russian, with the 
tears streaming down his face, leaped 
into the grave and arranged the earth 
és a rest for the dead. Those who were 
present say it was a most affecting scene.

Germany a Stumbling Block. 


London, March 28.—‘“The indemnity ne- 
gotiations are hindered,” says the Pekin 
correspondent of The Morning Post, ‘“‘be- 
cause Germany insists in forcing a loan 
upon China to meet the foreign demands. 
Sir Robert Hart's scheme of internal tax- 
ation would occupy fifty years, 

“A conflict is believed to be imminent 
between the French and Uhinese troops 
at Hwai-Lu. Lé Hung Chung had order- 
ed the Chinese general to withdraw from 
the province of Chi-Li and the general 
replied that he would withdraw after he 
had swept the foreigners out. Thereupon 
General Balilloud (the French commander) 
left Pekin today with permission to fight 
if his force should be attacked. This 
permission is almost equivalent to posi- 
tive orders. 

‘The French have 1,500 men at Hwal-Lu 
and the Chinese are reported to number 
25,000. Victory would give the French 
command of the main road to the prov- 
ince of Shan Si by a better route than’ 
a which the Germans have se- 
cured.

volver, @iliott staggered forward, grasp- 
ing the negro, and Woods began firing 
at Little almost instantly. He shot at the 
negro three times. Bach shot inflicted a 
mortal wound. Little fired only the one 
shot at Officer Elliott.

NEW WITNESSES DISCOVERED 


Attorneys for the Prisoner Ask 
for a Continuance, but the 
Court Refused To Grant 
the Request Made. 


Macon, Ga., March 27.—(Special.)— 
Prince Allen. a negro, was put on trial 
again today in Bibb supenuwr court for the 
murder of oldman Lewis Cuylow, in Sep- 
tember of 1896. Allen had a trial some 
time ago and was convicted and sentenced 
to be hanged, The case was appealed to 
the supreme court and a new trial was 
granted on the ground of the absence of 
a negro named Bob Lingo, who, it was 
said, was a very material witness for the 
defense.

Defendant's at- 
torneys then pleaded that the special 
term of court had not been appointed 
according to law. All of these objections 
were overruled and the trial of the case 
was actively commenced.

TANKS FOR TURPENTINE SURE. 
Begin 


Savannah Ccmpany Will 
Work in Few Days. 
Savannah, Ga., March 27.—(Special.)— 
The Savannah tank and supply company, 
for which a charter was granted in 1894, 
will soon organize and get ready for 
business. The object of the company is 
to erect a storage plant for turpentine 
in Savannah. The tanks will each hold 
5,000 barrels of turpentine. It is estimat- 
ed that Savannah, the largest naval 
stores port in the world, will need a ca- 
pacity for from 30,000 to 650,00 barrels. 
The cost of the tanks will be about 
$5,000 each. They will be located near 
the terminals of each of the three rail- 
roads entering Savannah. It is claimed 
that a great saving in leakage evapora- 
tion and cost of cooperage will be saved 
by having the system.of tanks amd the 
naval stores men are elated over the 
prospect of changing from the present 
plan. They think they will be better 
able to regulate the demand by having 
such a system. Prices will be befter 
maintained and a better condition of af- 
fairs generally for the producers of naval 
stores. 


NO RECOMMENDATION GIVEN. 


Jury Finds Brooks Guilty of Police- 
man Fender’s Murder. 
Savannah, Ga., March 27.—(Special.)— 
At 9:30 o’clock tonight the jury in the 
Henry Brook murder case, charged with 
the killing of Policeman Harry B. Fend- 
er, on the night of February 19th, brought 
in a verdict of guilty. There was no rec- 
ommendation to mercy. The court room 
was packed, the gallery being filled 
with colored people, many of them 
friends of Brooks. The closing scene of 
the trial was a thrilling one. Counsel] 
for the defense demanded a poll of the 
jury. Brooks stood beside his counsel 
trembling like a leaf, while each member 
of the jury answered in the affirmative 
to the question if he had agreed to the 
verdict as read. When the verdict was 
ratified by the poll and the result an- 
nounced, Brooks's mother, who was 
standing by him, threw her arms around 
her son and wept. The scene was affect- 
ing and there was much sympathy for 
the old woman. When Brooks reached 
the sheriff's room he broke down and 
cried. Sentence will be pronounced to- 
morrow. Brooks in his statement to the 
jury admitted the shooting of Walter 
Burns, colered, which occurred a few 
minutes previous to the Fender shooting, 

but denied shooting the policeman.

Kentucky Court of Appeals Has 
Declared Ruling Efroneous, 
and Two of the Accused 
Men Will Face Jury

Lexington, Ky., March 27.—(Specia!.)— 
It is known unofficially that Caleb Pow- 
ers and James Howard, convicted as ac- 
cessories in the assassination of Governor 

liliam Goebel at Frankfort in January. 
1899, will be granted new trials by th 
court of appeals. Except in such cases 
as this, in which there is tremendous in- 
terest, the decisions of the ceurt seldom 
reach the public except through the offi- 
cial announcemént, but. it has leaked out 
in some way that the findings of Judge 
Cantrill have been reversed, the court 
standing three to four on reversing the 
decisions and five to two on the validity 
of the pardons of ex-Governor Tavlor, 
the ruling being against the validity of 
the pardons. The decision will most 
likely be handed down tomorrow. They 
were expected today and the republicans 
kept the statehouse telephones busy dur- 
ing the morning, but there was no ses- 
sion of the court. The court, if it voted 
as the reports state, is on political lines, 
the four republican judges agreeing that 
the men should be given new trials, The 
granting of new trials in these cases will 
resuscitatt the immense public feeling and 
since Henry E. Youtsey has refused to ap- 
peal and is already in the penitentiary 
serving his sentence there may be some 
change in the findings of the court at the 
next trial. 


BUREAU OF AGRICULTURE, 


Tennessee Senate Passes Bill Provid- 
ing for the Work. 

Nashville, Tenn., March 27.—(Special.)— 
The senate today passed the bill which 
provides for the reorganization of the bu- 
reau of agriculture. It creates a commis- 
sion to be named by the gevernor, the 
commission to select the secretary, who 
is to be the executive officer. The Dill 
fixes the secretary's salary at $2,000, gives 
him one clerk at $1,200 and limits the 
expenses for inspecting fertilizers to 
$2,000 per annum. The senate rejected the 
bill providing for a uniform course of 
study throughout the state. Bills were 
introduced in both branches requiring 
semi-annual publication of financial state- 
ments by insurance companies in each 
county in which they do business, and 
requiring foreign coporations, other than 
railroad and insurance companies, to pay 
a tax of one-tenth of 1 per cent on the 
business done in Tennessee. The house 
passed bills amending the Jarvis law, so 
as to pay witnesses and clerks in mis- 
demeanor cases in counties under 34,000 
population, where the case has proceeded 
to a verdict; providing for publication of 
treasurer's quarterly statements in Bris- 
tol, Chattanooga and Jackson; creating 
the office of state entomologist and pro- 
viding that husbands may secure divorces 
from cruel and inhuman wives. The bill 
providing for the parole of convicts 
failed. 


WANTS HER HUSBAND BACK. 


Tennessee Woman Makes Two At- 
tempts To Commit Suicide. 
Chattanooga, Tenn., March 27.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Mrs. Emma Murray, wife of W. 
F. Murray, boiler maker now residing 
in Nashville, attempted twice to take her 
own life at an early hour this morning 
by drowning in Tennessee river. She 
was Miss Higglins, and states that she 
married Murray against the wishes of 
her mother and that the latter had in- 
terfered between her and her husband 
since marriage and finally induced her to 
go home, leaving him. He went to Nash- 
ville and she has never been happy since, 
Life she said without him was not worth 
living. Shé was rescued by the timely 

arrival of rivermen.

Wilkesbarre, Pa., March 27.—A mob of 
Sreaker boys and men and women sym- 
pathizers with the striking girls of the 
-Bamford silk mills. of this city, set upon 
Buperintendent Spears and his assistant 
this. evening and for a time it looked as 
though there’ would be bloodshed. 

. The superintendent was on his way to 
this city when the crowd of breaker 
boys met him; and with mud and stones 
fired volley after volley, yelling and jeer- 
ing. When the city line was reached 
: the mob numbered about 500, many men 


and women joining in. 
Three policemen assigned to the scene 


thet the mob and ordered it to disperse. 
Spears and his companion entered a trac- 
‘tion ar, anid the mob surrounding it, 
demanded that they be ejected. The con- 
ductor. first refused to comply with the 
demand, and the windows of the car were 
emashed. Later the two men were or- 
dered to get off the car. The appearance 
of the superintendent was the signal for 
another outbreak. The police surrounded 
‘the men, and while the riot progressed, 
Spears fell senseless, with a deep gash in 
his jaw, inflicted by a stone thrown by a 
member of the mob. The officers then 
drew thefr revolvers and succeeded in 
dispersing the crowd. They, too, were as- 
saulted but not seriously injured. No ar- 
rests have been made. : 
Superintendent Spears is charged with 
having repudiated an agreement entered 
into between a former superintendent and 
the striking mill girls. The girls were on 
strike for eight weeks and returned to 
receive an advance in wages of from 5 to 
25 per cetit. The management discharged 
Superintendent Shoemaker, who arranged 
the settlement, disclaiming all knowl- 
edge of the negotiations and refused to 
grant, the demand. Another strike was 
inaugurated three days later and is now

ASKED TO PREVENT STRIKE 


Father Phillips Heads the Delega- 
tion—Morgay Says He Wants 
To Prevent Trouble. 


New York. March 27.—A delegation com- 
posed of five men representing trade in- 
terests in the Pennsylvania anthracite 
coal] regions, with Rev. Edward 8. Phil- 
lips acting as: chairman, held a confer- 
ence today with J. Pierpont Morgan in 
the private office of Mr. Morgan in this 
city. The conditions of unrest in the an- 
thracite coal region at present were set 
forth in the briefest possible form by 
Father Phillips. who presented the dele- 
gation to Mr. Morgan. and to whom Mr. 
Morgan expressed his interest in their 
errand and his wflKngness to make per- 
sonal effort to prevent a strike, though 
he declined to hold a public conference 
with the labor leaders. 

The delegation who met Mr. Morgan to- 
day comprised Rev. E. 8S. Phillips, from 
Hazleton: Edward J.auderbach, the 
treasurer, and A. T. McAllister, the secre- 
tary of the Hazleton board of trade: J. 
H. Zerbev, president. and L. W. Mar- 
quardt, chairman of the manufacturers’ 
committee of the Pottsville board of 
trade. 

Arrangements for this meeting were 
made last week by the officials of the 
various boards of trade of the coal region 
of Pennsylvania, through Rev, Father 
Phillips, as chairman. The conference 
lasted less than half an hour. Father 
Phillips made a brief presentation, saying 
that the delegation were there merely to 
try to bring about some action that would 
vrevent a strike; that they were ready to 
act as an intermediary body or to be 
used in any way that woutd compose any 
differences existing. 

Father Phillips askea Mr. Morgan if he 
would meet John Mitchell, president of 
the United Mine Workers’ Association, 
who has been in New York for several 
days. Mr, Morgan, in reply. said in 
substance that his attitude up to the 
present has been toward tne prevention 
of a strike. He said he was much in- 
terested in the mission of the delegation, 
and he assured them that they could re- 
ly upon him to do all within his power to 
prevent any action that would paralyze 
business. He remarked, however, that he 
was disinclined to hold a public confer- 
ence with the labor leaders. indicating as 
a reason for this attitude the belief that. 
should a public meeting between himself 
and the labor leaders be held, the publi- 
city thereof and possibly attendant con- 
clusions might hamper the achievements 
of the best ends which all were seeking. 
In other words, as Mr.. Morgan remarked, 
should he hold a public meeting or con- 
ference “‘half of New York would be upon 
his heels.”’” Mr. Morgan added that the 
ends sought could best be achieved 
through other channels and he assured the 
delegation that he might communicate 
with the board of trade later. 

“You may rest assured that I believe 
there will be no strike,’’ remarked Mr. 
Morgan. 

Mr. Morgan shook hands with the mem- 
bers of the delegation and they departed. 
Mr. Morgan after the conference declined 
to make any statement relative thereto. 


WONDERFUL FIND IN EGYPT. 


Dr. Winslow Tells of Discoveries 
That Have Been Made. 
Boston, March 27.—Rev. Dr. William C, 
‘Winslow, vice president of the Egypt ex- 
ploration fund, has just received official 
word that Professor Petrie has unearthed 
at Albydos the records of kings before 
Mena, the founder of the first dynasty, 

nearly 4,800 B. C. 

‘‘We have found,’’ writes Professor Pe- 
trie, ‘“‘the names of Narma Ka and a 
king named by a fish sign, perhaps also of 
two kings, Deb and Sam of Mena, and 
those earlest kings. There are about 
thirty inscriptions and a heavy strip of 
gold with the name Aha (Mena). In the 
tomb of Khas Ekhemue were found stone 
vases, each with a gold cap tied on with 
gold wire. Also two broad bangles of gold 
and a dinner service of a dozen pans and 
dishes, with 160 models of tools in sheet 
copper. The frequent use of ivory then 
is witnessed by the discovery of forty 
inscribed ivories and stones and two lions 
cut in ivory.”

OLD OFFICERS ARE CHOSEN. 


Directors of the Pennsylvania Rail- 


way Company Hold Meeting. 

Philadelphia, Pa., March 27.—The board 
of directors of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company today re-elected the old officers 
and decided to issue the new stock to 
shareholders at-the rate of 331-3 per cent 
of their present, holdings at $60 a share. 

The stock is to be subscribed between 
June ist and 15th, inclusive. The allot- 
ment means that stock of the par value 
of $50,500,000 may be issued between the 
dates named. This is the first time in its 
history that the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company has adopted such policy. New 
issues of stock have heretofore been sub- 
scribed for at par.

BEING OUTDONE 


In New York Great Damage 
Done by Floods, 


VALLEYS ARE UNDER WATER 


People Are Fleeing from the Floods 
That Are Inundating Their 
Buildings — In Michigan 
Several Towns Are 
Under Water. 


New York, “March 2.—From many 
parts of the state come news today of 
damage by floods. The waters of ers 
and the smaller tributary streams are 
reported as overflowing their banks, 
causing widespread inundations which 
threaten to destroy much property if not 
bringing about loss of life before they 
begin to subside. 

Up to midnight the only accident in 
which any one was injured was that 
due to the washing out of a culvert near 
Norwich, and the ditching of a Delaware 
and Lackawanna train. In the accident 
three people were slightly hurt. 

The Mohawk river, swollen by torrents 
of water flowing from the snow-covered 
Adirondacks, is higher than at any time 
in almost forty years. 

The water has risen so high that Little 
Falls reports that New York Central 
trains are being run over the West Shore 
road between Frankfort and Utica. 

Genesee valley is inundated in many 
places, the Genesee and its tributaries 
not having been so full for five years. A 
rise of fifteen inches in twelve hours 
is am indication of the rapid rate at 
which the water is flowing into Rochester 
and its adjacent villages. Much railway 
property is already under water. 

The people at Cordtland are alarmed 
at the rush of water there, as the flood 
threatens to sweep away houses in the 
lower part of the city. 

A similar state of affairs existed at 
Binghamton early today. where manu- 
facturing plants were forced to sus- 
pend. 

Watertown reported tonight that the 
Slack river was getting up to near the 
highest water mark with no signs of a 
subsidence, and late tonight Eaton, in 
Madison county, was in danger of a ca- 
lamity through the threatened collapse 
of a reservoir which supplies the village 
with its drinking water. 


High Water in Michigan. 

Grand Rapids, Mich.. March 27.—Grand 
river is stationary tonight and a further 
rise is not looked for unless a heavy rain 
should follow the coo] wave.

Mrs. Nation Pays Her Respects to 
Kentucky Whisky Folks. 
Lexington, Ky., March 27.—Mrs. Carrie 
Nation opened her lecture tour here to- 
night, a small audience being present in 
the opera house. She had arrived from 
Cincinnati at noon, and after dinner in 
her room at the Phoenix hotel and a brief 
audience with reporters, she spent the 
afternoon sleeping. Mrs, Nation’s lecture 
on the home defender was in the main an 
impassioned review of her experiences in 
Kansas. She called on Lexington women 
to follow her example in ridding the state 
of saloons. She started on a slumming 
tour at 10 o’clock. Several saloons were 
visited. A crowd of several hundred fol- 
lowed and the four policemen had diffi- 
culty in keeping them clear of Mrs. Na- 
tion. In one saloon she was jeered, but 
boldly called the proprietors to task and 
told them that she would come back and 
smash their saloons when she was done 
with Kansas. . 
In the slums Mrs. Nation prayed with 
the inmates of resorts and kissed several 
goodby. She ended the tour with a visit 
to the police station, where she plead with 
prisoners to do better.

Erection of Buildings for the Big 
Show Will Now Begin | 
at, Once. 


Charleston, 8. C., March 27.—(Special.)— 
The city council of Charleston, at an ad- 
journed meeting tonight, granted a fran- 
chise to the Charleston Consolidated 
Railway Company, to build and operate 
a line from the city to the grourids of the 
South Carolina Interstate and West In- 
dian exposition. There was a warm fight 
over the franchise, but the failure of the 
Suburban company to finance its project 
forced the council to close a deal with the 
Consolidated. Work will be started at 
once and the line will be completed with- 
in sixty days. 

The contract for the erection of the 
cotton palace at the exposition grounds 
was awarded today to Contractor Snelson 
for $22,086. Work will begin at once. The 
foundation of the building is already com- 
pleted by Mr. Snelson and the rig is now 
ready for the superstructure work. 

The contract of the Commerce building 
will be awarded in a few days. The su- 
perstructure will be built by Contractor 
Oliver. Bids for the erection of the cot- 
ton palace and commerce buildings were 
opened several days ago, but no award 
was made immediately upon the opening 
of the bids, the directors holding the bids 
in order that some changes might be 
made. 


COTTON GROWERS TO MEET. 


President of Texas Association Is- 


sues a Call. 

Dallas, Tex., March 27.—Colonel E. &. 
Peters, president of the Texas Cotton 
Growers’ Protective Association, today 
issued a call to cotton growers of every 
county in Texas to meet at their respec- 
tive courthouses on the first Saturday 


in April to agree on a reduction in the 
acreage of cotton. In his call President 
Peters says: 

“If the cotton acreage of the south 
be increased the price for the staple will 
go below 6 cents next fall, which will 
result in the greatest financial calamity 
that has befallen the southern farmers 
in years. Now is the time for action 
because the price for the staple will be 
fixed according to the acreage planted 
this spring.’’ 

As a further reason for reducing the 
acreage, President Peters cites the clog- 
ing down of the cotton mills of the coun- 
try, which, he says, is done-for the pur- 
pose of depressing the price of cotton, 
and he asserts the time has come when 
the farmers must themselves act in con- 
cert by reducing the acreage and make 
nugatory the efforts of the spinners to 
lower the price.

In Venezuela. 
Is a certain esteemed gentleman, 


named Castro, who is doing business | 


down in Venezuela, riding tova fall? 

Recent dispatches note the arrival at 
a convenient point near the border of 
General Andrade, the deposed presi- 
dent of Venezuela, who is credited with 
designs upon the man who wrested 
from him the reins of government. 
These dispatches contain the further 
interesting information that Andrade 
ig to have the assistance in his pres- 
ent effort of the partisans of Pereza, 
Riera, Rolando, Pietri and Crespi. If 
the number of these partisans is at 
all in keeping with the rich, revolu- 
tionary flavor of those names, Presi- 
dent Castro may well look with con- 
cern upon the movement they have in 
hand. 

According to current history Vene- 
zuela is a republic. As a matter of 
fact it is a very husky dictatorship in 
which Castro is the whole thing. His 
rise to power fs interesting as showing 
that opportunities are still left to the 
Young Man Absalom on this side of 
the world. Castro lived in one of the 
outlying provinces of Venezuela and 
had political aspirations. The first 
step was to get together an army. The 
times were ripe for a diversion of the 
character contemplated, so he set out 
with his army to overthrow the gov- 
ernor of his province and establish 
himself in that posivion. 

At the same time there was trouble 
at Caracas over the control of the cen- 
tral government. The apparently suc- 
cessful aspirant for the presidency— 
this same Andrade, we believe—saw 
this Castro uprising in that distant 
state, and, as the result of negotiations, 
agreed he would not interfere with 
Castro if Castro would confine his op- 
erations to that state. The deal was 
made, but after Castro had succeeded 
in his first endeavor and had secured 
supremacy in his state he could see no 
good reason for stopping there. In- 
stead he and his army continued their 
march toward the capital. Andrade 
protested; Castro must remember his 
agreement. Castro sent word that he 
had not forgotten; but he kept right 
on. ‘The result was that Andrade had 
to get out, and the Castro government 
was formally recognized. 

Recent happenings in Venezuela have 
served to throw light upon the methods 
in vogue under that administration. 
Castro’s sale, to a certain asphalt crowd, 
of property ‘which had been previously 
sold by the government to another 
crowd is at the bottom of what may 
yet become an international episode in- 
volving this government. It is an- 
nounced that the questions involved in 


the title dispute over this property 


have been submitted to the Venezuelan 
courts for adjudication, but at the same 
time it is reported that Castro pro- 
poses to fix the court. Whether the 
rights of American investors can be 
jeopardized in that manner is the prob- 
lem which faces this government. 

In the light of events, therefore, this 
Andrade movement may well be re- 
gardeq significant. There are those fa- 
miliar with the asphalt controversy 
who would not be surprised to learn 
that Andrade has some very good 
United States money at his back, and 
if he has, Mr. Castro would do well to 
take to the woods.

_ The Rodenberg Appointment. 

There is often a wide difference be- 
tween profession and performance. 

As aninstance, take the appoint- 
menf of ex-Congressman Rodenberg to 
the. civil service commission. 

President McKinley has always pro- 
fessed the strongest belief in the civil 
service system. So strong has he been 
in his declarations of faith, indeed, 
that at times his lieutenants have suc- 
ceeded in warding off defections only 
by giving the assurance that all this 
civil service talk was for the benefit of 
the mugwump and independent ele- 
ments, and that they would insure of- 
‘fices. for “‘the boys” despite these pro- 
fessions. The president has, however, 
continued his‘ eivil service , and 
has “pointed with pride” to his record 
in extending the protection of the ser- 
vice over certain offices—after they had 
been filled by the appointment of re- 
publicans. 

Now comes the appointment of Mr. 
Rodenberg to the place on the commis- 
sion made vacant by the death of Mr. 
Brewer. A glance at Mr. Rodenberg’s 
record seems to warrant doubt of the 
president’s solicitude for the cause he 
has so valiantly championed, for the 
Illinois ex-congressman has always 
gone on record as one of the strong- 
est opponerts of the commission and 
its work. In the last congress, the 
only one in which the East St. Louis 
man served, he proved this opposition 
by voting to strike from an appropria- 
tion bill the provision for the salaries 
of members and employees of the com- 
mission, this being the one opportunity 
he had to strike a blow at the body to 
which he has now been appointed. 

Mr. Rodenbérg has never pretended 
to be anything but a spoilsman. He 
possesses no particular qualifications 
for the office, his only possible claim 
being the “lame duck” plea that he 
has been beaten for re-election to con- 
gress. He wanted to be a commission- 
er of the St. Louis exposition, and the 
fact of his residence just across. the 
river from that city would have made 
him available to that position; but 
there is absolutely no reason for his 
being made a civil service commis- 
sioner, and the appointment looks very 
much as if the president, despite all 
his talk, is now willing to see the com- 
mission converted into a political pa- 
tronage machine.

Tariff Clashes. 

There is always great expression of 
concern for the ship buflding interests 
on the part of the republican party.

interesting cablegram from London: 


London, March 25.—Sir William Theo- 
dore Oxford, speaking today at the an- 
nual meeting of William Doxford & Sons, 
shipbuilders, of Sunderland, said that as 
long as the heavy import duties on steel 
continue in the United States British 
ship-builders will be able to get American 
steel at from 20 to 4 shillings ($5 to $10) 
a ton less than the price the same steel 


} sells for in America. 


Hence the steel combination, selling its 
surplus production in Great Britain, will 
keep up the cost of American-built ships 
and keep down the cost of ships built in 
Great Britain. 

Here is a distinct clash between two 
great protected interests. The action 
of the secretary of the treasury im- 
posing countervailing duties upon Rus- 
sian sugar to the great detriment of 
American manufactures seeking a mar- 
ket in Russia presents another inter- 
esting object lesson of clash of inter- 
ests. The republican tariff makers, 
with their exorbitantly high rates, are 
fast developing a situation which will 
find them between the devil and the 
deep sea, and no mistake.

In the states of the middle east it 
appears that the cause of woman suf- 
frage is not receiving much substan- 
tial encouragement. ) 

Several times in the state of Ne 
York efforts have been made to amend 
the organic laws so as to confer upon 
women the right to vote, but each time 
the attempt has ended in signal failure. 

Just at present the movemem has 
taken the form of an effort to confer 
upon female property owners the right 
to vote in towns of the third class, and 
there is now pending in the legislature 
a bill to this effect, but there is little 
probability that the bill will pass, as 
some of the most prominent women of 
the state, such as Mrs. Richard Wat- 
son Gilder, Mrs. Rossiter Johnston, 
Mrs. C. G. La Farge and Mrs. William 
Putnam have petitioned the legislature 
not to pass the bill, declaring that the 
women in whose interest it was intro- 
duced are not desirous of the privilege 
of voting. 

In further oppositon to the bill, it 
was urged that even in those commu- 
nities where the right of suffrage had 
been conferred upon women there was 
little or no disposition to use it after 
the novelty had worn off, and the addi- 
tional argument was made that in Mas- 
sachusetts, when the women were al- 
lowed to express themselves at the 
ballot box on the issue of woman suf- 
| frage, only 4 per cent had voted in fa- 
vor of it, showing that the overwhelm- 
ing majority of the women of the state 
were either opposed to it outright or 
else inclined to regard it with extreme 
indifference,

Opposes Extension of City Limits. 

Editor Constitution—~The movement to extend 
the limits of the city, snd take in additional 
territory, in my judgment, is rot desirable at 
preseat. We find that all departments of the 
city are clamoring for more mney, to ehable 
thera to more effectually administer the re- 
spective departments. 

It ts argued that by adding rore territory, 
we will get additional taxes from those who 
would be included in the city limita, and in ad- 
dition would add largely to our population. 
These are the only arguments I hear in favor 
of the annexation, and I grant that the first 
is @ substantial benefit, while the second is 
sentimental, as we have all the benefits de- 
rived from these suburban residents, without 
cost, except the taxes we would annually de- 
rive, and the privilege of counting them as citi- 
zens. Certainly, no one would be willing to 
take these people, and their property, 
in the city and tax them without giving them 
all the benefits we now enjoy ourselves. 

The vast amount of property, such as streets, 
pavenents, water mains, fire department, sani- 
tary implements, public buildings and other 
Property, have been paid for and are ownéd by 
the people now living within the efty. 

Let us apply a »usiness proposition and see 
what we are expected to give, and what we will 
probably receive hy annexing these suburbs. 
For the purpose of calculation, we will’ sup- 
rose that the proposition is to annex addi- 


tional territory, é¢qual to 10 per cent fn area, 


and population, of the present city. 

I think that it ig fair to estimate that the 
property owned by the city, including paving on 
streets, waterworks. fire department, public 
buildings, and other property, is worth 
$5,000,000 over the bonded debt. If this is 
correct, the first requirement is for city to 
give these people annexed a present of 10 per 
cent of the property owned by the city, say 
$500,000. Next we must give them fire and 
police protection, and in order to do so, we 
would have to incraase both these departments 
say 10 per cent, at the annual cost of $10,000 
each. say $20,000 for both. Add another 
$10,900 for sanitary department. Certainly 
$10,000 would be a small estimate for edu- 
cating these children, to say nothing of school 
houses which would soon fofow. Then extend 
your water mains, build your houses which 
would soon follow. Then extend your water 
mains, build your sewers, lay out and pave 


your streets, build bridges, all gradually, it | 


you will, so as to bring the new territory up 
to the average of the balance of the city. I 
think this would require an outlay of $100,- 
000 annually for ten years, but rather than be 
mean about it will say $50,000. 

I don’t think any reasonable calculation could 
be made, on obtaining an assessed valuation of 
over $2,000,000 on the proposed annexed prop- 
erty. Tax this at 1% per cent, and you will 
obtain $25,000 ennually. 

To regapitulate the account will stand about 
this way:

This $65,000 reapreser-ts the amount it would 
cost the city for the sentimertal privilege of

There is another reasor why we shovld not 
adi this territery. There are many people 
who have bought end improved property out- 
side of the city, who contribute to its up- 
building in every way, except by taxation, and 
these people do not went to be added to the 
city. I don’t think it would be right to force 
these people under our city government, unless 
a majority of them petition for it, and even in 
that case, I, as a resicent of the city, oppose 
it, because it is a bad bargain for those who 
have paid taxes for years and years, now to be 
saddled with a new burden, for which théy will 
be required to pay 90 rer cent. 

The question will be asked, how is the city 
to grow ard expand. To which I answer: 
Whenever a suburb wants to come into the 
city, and can show that it Will contribute ap- 
proximately what it will cost to maintain it, 
then take them in, but let us «void the mis- 
take made by the Unit2a States so recently, 
in paying $20,000,000 for the Philippines, and 
then paying $50,000,000 annually for the priv- 
ilege of floating the flag cver them.

Norfolk, Va., March 27.—(Special.)—The 
Polar exploration expedition which is 
being dispatched by William Zeigler, a 
New York ‘millionaire, in another at- 
tempt to reach the pole, will be joined 
by Henry B. Hart, of Portsmouth. He 
goes to Dundee, Scotland, via New 
York. The party will be in charge of the 
young but distinguished arctic explorer, 
Captain Ovelyn Baldwin. It will number 
several Yale scientists among its mem- 
bers, who will sail in two ships—the 
America and Friehjof. Mr. Hart, who 
will be on the America, believes the 
Baldwin party will accomplish “farthest 
north yet.’’

Some friends of both gentlemen = 
discussing at the capito] yesterday the 
much bruited rumor that Congressman 
Icn Livingston might enter the race for 
the senate against Senator A. 8S.

While it was thought Colone) Livingston 
might not object to the senatorship if 
he could have ft for the asking, the uni- 
versal belief wag that he would not care 
to take the chances. The probability Is, 
according to his friends, that he will hold 
on his present seat in congress for 
some time to come. 

Senator A. 8. Clay was in the city yes- 
terday and visited the capito] during the 
morning. He called on several of the 
officials there and talked over matters in 
general. Senator Clay said he did not 
care to discuss affairs political at the 
present time, as there was -nothing of 
particular interest that he could say. He 
does not believe an extra session of con- 
Sress will be called, but that matters 
will be allowed to stand as they are 
until the new congress meets in Decem- 
ber. Senstor Clay’s stubborn and ef- 
fective opposition to the ship subsidy 
measure is well remembered. The meas- 
ure, he expects, will be one of the first’ 
to appear before the new congress, but 
it will come in a greatly modified form. 
In fact its ardent supporters removed «a 
few of the objectionable features before 
congress adjourned, but a great many 
more modifications are looked for before 
the measure will be allowed to pass.

Guerry nor any one else in a movement that 
promises to imperil the safety of democracy 
in Georgia. Heretofore the policy of the con- 
servative element among the prohibitionists has 
been to let well enough alone. Under the 
operations of the local option laws passed by a 
democratic legislature, a large majority of the 
counties of the state have gone dry. Mr. Guer- 
ry’3 plan may lose the prohibitionists what they 
have already ga:ned. His candidacy on the 
platform indicated would mean a division of 
the white democrats, which would probably 
encourage the republicans to put a candidate in 
the fleld. The proud banner of democracy 
would still float aloft in triumph after such a 
campaign, but divisions and differences would 
arige which it would take years to heal. Mr. 
Guerry has been a life-long democrat. He has 
always been honored and respected by the 
party. To antagonize it now would certainly 
do him no good. re

GROVER CLEVELAND 
POSES AS LECTURER 


Princeton, N. J.. March 27.—Ex-Presi- 
dent Grover Cleveland delivered the first 
of his two lectures on “The Venezuela 
Boundary Dispute’ before the students 
and friends of Princeton university to- 
night, in Alexander hall. 

Professor Woodrow Wilson introduced 
the speaker. As Mr. Cleveland arese to 
begin his lecture he was greeted with 
three long, loud cheers from the student 
body. He was strongly applauded several 
times while delivering the lecture. 

What Cleveland Said 


Mr. Cleveland at the outset spoke of the 
vagueness on the subject of boundary 
lines in the establishment both of the 
Venezuelan repubtic and of British Gui- 
ana. He said that from the first there 
was evident need of “extraneous assist- 
ance’’ before bounds so loosely named 
could be-“‘exactly fixed.’’ 

He then referred to the initiation of the 
dispute in 1841 between the Venezuelan 
minister to Great Britain and Lord Aber- 
deen, chief secretary of state for foreign 
affairs. 

The making of the shomburek survey 
and its bearing upon the dispute were 
fully explained. The lecturer said: 

“In 1876, thirty-two years after the dis- 
continuance of efforts on the part of 
Great Britain and Venezuela to fx by 
agreement a Tine which shouid divide 
their possessions, Venezuela was con- 
fronted, upon the renewal of neg >tiations 
for that purpose, by. the following condi- 
tions: ~ 

“A line proposed by her, founded upon 
her conception of strict right, which her 
powerful opponent had insisted cou!d not 
in any way be plausibly supported, and 
which therefore she would in no event 
accept, 

“An indefiniteness in the limits claimed 
by Great Britain, so great that of two 
boundary lines indicated or suggested by 
her, one had been plainly devciared to be 
‘merely a preliminary measure cpen to 
future discussion between the govern- 
ments of Great Britain and Venezuela,’ 
and the other was distinctly claimed to 
be based upon generous concession and a 
‘desire to avold all cause of serious con- 
troversies between the two countries.’ 

“A controversy growing out cf this sit- 
uation impossible of friendly settlement 
except by such arrangement and acccm- 
modation as woud ‘be satisfactory to 
Great Britain, or by a submission of the 
dispute to arbitration. 

“A constant danger of such an exten- 
sion of settlements in the disputed terri- 
tory as would necessarily complicate the 
situation, and furnish a convenient pre- 
text for the refusal of any concession re- 
specting the lands containing such settle- 
ments. 

“A continual profession on the part of 
Great Britain of her present readiness to 
make benevolent. concessions and of her 
willingness to co-operate in a speedy ad- 
justment, while not substantially reduc- 
ing her pretensions, and Certainly nut at- 
tempting in a conspicuous miirner to 
hasten negotiations to a conel:ision. 

“A tremendous disparity in power and 
strergth between Venenuela and her ad- 
versaty, which gave her no hope, in case 
the extremity of force or war was 
reached, of defending her territory or 
preventing its annexation to the posses. 
sions of Great Britain.’’ 

It was in 1876 that Venezuela appealed 
to the United States, begging our gov- 
ertmcnt “to give the subject its kind con- 
sideration,-and take an interest in having 
due justice done to Venezuela.” ‘*This,’’ 
said the lecturer, ‘‘appears to \be the first 
communication addressed to our govern- 
rent on the subject of a controversy in 
which we afterwards became very seri- 
ously concerned.”’ 

The lecturer, quotirg constantly from 
dccuments, showed the repeated appeals 
of Venezuela to Great Britain in favor 
of settling the question by arbitration on 
the whole subject, declaring that their 
constitution prevented them from mazk- 
ing grants of territories except by a pro- 
cess the result of arbitration. Meantime 
Engiand constantly refused arbitration 
on the general subject, declaring that it 
feared the Venezuelan constitution would 
still be used as a pretext for disobedi- 
ence to an award. Great Britain also 
objected to the arbitration requested by 
Venezuela, fearing that an award might’ 

made in favor of the Venezuelan 
claim, in which case “an important ter- 
ritory which has for a period been 
inhabited and occupied by her majesty’s 
subjects and treated as part of the col- 
ony of British Guiana, would be severed 
from the queen's dominions.”’ 


Action of England. 


On this Mr. Cleveland said: “England 
alone had treated it as part of British 
Guiana; her immense wer had enabled 
her to do this, and her own decrees 
seemed to promise greater advantages as 
egainst her weak adversary than arbi- 
tration Could possibly 


assure.” 

rit'sh government at one time of- 
fered a plan of arbitration which did 
rot cover the entire disputed territory. 
but never consented to arbitration such 
as pro by Venezuela,,and which 
would include the entire territory in dis- 
pute. =

Several days ago another plot on the 
part of royalist sympathizers to assagsi- 
nate President Salles, of Brazil, was foll- 
ed by the confession of Baron de Burgal, 
who afterwards committed suicide. Bra- 
sil seems to be full of royalists who are 
not yet reconciled to the present repub- 
lican form of government, and unfess he+ 
roiec measures are taken to break up the 
business of forming murderous censpira- 
cies against the chief executive it is 
likely that future troubles will occur. 

President Salles is an eminent states- 
man of the democratic school, fearless in 
the discharge of his public duties and is 
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PRESIDENT SALLES, of Brazil. 
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known among his friends and admirers as 
“the Gambetta of South America.” He 
was one of the first two republican mem- 
bers of the Brazilian house of commons 
during the empire, and when the republiie 
was first proclaimed he was appointed to 
the portfolio of justice. He is famous 
as an orator, and has spent all his life 
in the public service. 

At the head of the present conspiracy 
is Admiral de Mello, who has been ar- 
rested and confined on an island near the 
Brazilian coast. The conspirators seem 
to be chiefly officers of the navy, as Was 
also the case in 1894, when a naval revolt 
broke out in the bay of Rio Janeiro. At 
that time Admiral Benham, of the Unit- 
ed States navy, broke the blockade which 
had been proclaimed by the rebels and 
practically put an end to the revolt. Ever 
Since that time Dr. Salle has been a 
warm friend of the United States, and his 
friendship has been influential in prevent- 
ing any South American alliance against 
this country. 


The crown of Portugal, which King 
Carlos has just taken out of pawn, is a 
most highly prized ornament. Several 
years ago, when his majesty needed 
ready cash, he give it as security for a 
loan which, while considerable, was in no 
wise commensurate with the value of the 
crown. It is said that the king took the 
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crown out of pawn not so much as a 
matter of pride as for future use in the 
way of a pledge with which to raise 
money. He was given pecuniary assist- 
ance by Edward of England. The gems 
in the royal bauble are said to be worth 
$6,000,000. 


Major General Sir Arthur Power Palm- 
er, who has recently been made perma- 
nent commander in chief of the British 
forces in India, has been for some time 
past commander of the Punjab frontier 
force and provisional head of the impe- 
rial service. He is an old-time Indian 
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GENERAL PALMER. 
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campaigner and is thoroughly seasoned 
in the climate and the work. 

In the great mutiny of 1857 General 
Palmer raised a regiment of Sikhs, which 
he commanded till the close of the cam- 
paign. Subsequently he fought in the 
bloody outbreak on the northwest fron- 
tier, in the Abyssinian war, in the Duffie 
expedition, in the Afghan war, in the 
Soudan and as head of the campaign in 
the Chin Hills. 

General Palmer is said to be more fa- 
miliar with Indian military needs than 
any man in the empire. ‘hough now wellj 
into the sixties, he enjoys vigorous health 
and is still able to march at the head of 
his army and to endure the fatigues of 
active service as well as to map out the 
plans of his military operations.

CONVICT CMP. MA 
VEN GE. ABOLISHED 


Commissioner Anderson Calls the 
Rule Requiring Monthly State- 
ment Regarding Convicts, 
Absurd—Commission 
May Act at Once. 


The Fulton county convict camp !s in 
Ganger. Unless the county commission- 
ers change their tactics and make reg- 
ular monthly reports to the prison com- 
mission, as required by law, they will 
be forced to show cause why the camp 
should not be abojished and the convicts 
taken in charge by the commission and 
disposed of in other ways. 

Secretary Goodloe Yancey stated yes- 
terday that the prison commission has 
decided to require every county in the 
state to make these monthly reports re- 
lating to the misdemeanor convicts, as 
the law requires, and this statement at 
this time chiefly concerns Fulton coun- 
ty, for all of the other counties in the 
state which have misdemeanor convicts 
have made these reports in response to 
the notices sent out by the commis- 
sion. 

Three notices calling for the report for 
February have been sent to the Fulton 
county commissioners by Secretary Yan- 
cey. and they have not on'-- declined to 
make these reports as requested and as 
the law requires, but they have totally 
ignored the notices. This amounts to 
a disregard of the authority which the 
legislature has placed over the misde- 
meanor convicts. 

Conflict Is Imminent. ’ 

Ciiairman Anderson, of the county com- 
missioners, says they have not made 
these reports and do not intend to, be- 
cause thev consider the rule absurd and 
unreasonable. This attitude will doubt- 
less bring on a conflict between the 
prison commission and the county com- 
missioners of Fulton county in very 
short order. 

Not only this, but a recent inspection 
of the Fulton county camps showed that 
the authorities were not complying with 
the law with regard to feeding them. 
The misdemeanor convicts of Fulton were 
inspected recently by Warden Jake Moore 
and he has reported to the commission 
that the lawa’ regarding the diet of the 
convicts are not complied with. One of 
the principal deviations from the re- 
quirements in this respect is the faflure 
of the county commissioners to provide 
coffee for the convicts, which is espe- 
clally prescribed in the law. 

Will Insist on the Reports. 

While the commissiobn may give this 
matter some attention, it is laying more 
stress fust now upon the requirement 
that monthly reports be made. Up to a 
month or two ago very few of the coun- 
‘tles complied with the law with regard 
to making these monthly reports, prin- 
cipally because their attention had not 
been called to it. Then Secretary Yancey 
secured some printed notices calling at- 
tention to this requirement and _ sent 
them to the county commissioners of 
every county in -the state which had not 
sent in reports. 

Even then some of them protested, but 
when it was shown them that the law re- 
quired it they sent in the reports. Sec- 
retary xancey stated yesterday that he 
had received reports from every imnvor- 
tant county in the state, and practically 
from every county which has _ mis- 
demeanor convicts, with the exception 
of Fulton. 

*“"The commission has decided,’* Colo- 

nel Yancey said, “that this law relating 
to monthly reports must be complied 
with. On account of the many abuses 
and violations of law reported recently 
in the misdemeanor camps of the state, 
the commission is desirous of keeping 
in close touch with them and knowing 
just how they stand. They have the 
authority to disband and abolish such 
convict camps as violate the law or fail 
to comply with it. Unless these reports 
are made theré will certainly be some 
investigations.’’ 
It is stated that the two principal 
points upon which the prison commis- 
sion found fault with the McRee con- 
vict in Lowndes county, recently 
inves . were that ft di "not have 
a légally appointed whipping boss and 
that it failed to make these monthly re- 
ports. It can be seen, therefore, how 
{mportant a view the commission takes 
of these reports. 

If the Fulton county commissioners 
continue to _ ore the request for month- 
ly reports, there is no doubt tHat the 
commission will take some action. It 
has no power to inflict a light penalty 
such as @ fine for fallure to obey the 
law, but it can abolish the camp en- 
tirely. and it is said the McRee camp 
came within an ace of being abolishad 
just on this account. 


County Board Indifferent. 

Captain Clifford Anderson, chairman of 
the of county commissioners, was 
in no way disturbed when notified of 
the probable action of the prison com- 
mission. 

“No, we have made no monthly return.’* 
he replied in answer to a question.

Meeting Will Be Held Next Week, 
‘When a Formal Report Will 
Be Prepared. 


After having visited Pittsburg yesterday 
afternoon the sub-committee of the re- 
districting. committee practically com- 
pleted its labors and it now only remains 
for the committee to prepare a report and 
recommendation. It is probable that a 
meeting of the sub-committee will be held 
next Monday in the city engineer’s office 
when a formal report will be agreed upon. 

Members of the sub-committee give as- 
surance that the report will recommend 
that several well known districts be taken 
into the city and that the present limits 
be extended. Pittsburg, Reynoldstown, 
Bellwood and other’ sections have been 
visited and it may be that the committee 
will urge that all of these communities 
be annexed. 

The redistricting committee will meet 
the first week of April and will then con- 
sider the report of the sub-committee ap- 
pointed to investigate the matter of ex- 
tending the limits. When that question 
is settled then the matter of redistricting 
the city will be taken up. It is highly 
probable that this committee will recom- 
mend that Atlanta be divided into ten 
instead of seven wards. 

The members of the sub-committee 
made the tour yesterday afternoon in car- 
riages. Those composing the party were 
John 8. Parks, Marion Jackson, Forrest 
Adair, Sid Holland, Charles Barrett, Dr. 
G. Y. Pierce and City Engineer R. M. 
Clayton. 


' RIVAL CEMETERIES BID. 


Committee Decides To Award Con- 


tract for Burying Negro Pau- 
pers to Oakview People. 

The hospital and charities committee 
of council will next Monday afternoon 
recommend to that body that the con- 
tract for burying negro paupers for the 
year be awarded the owners of Oakview 
cemetery, represented by W. A. Peters. 
Mr. Peters’s bid was $1.60 per body, which 
was 60 cents lower than the bid of the 
cemetery peonle who have been hand- 
ling the negro pauper dead for the city 
for some time past. 

A meeting of the committee was held 
yesterday at noon and the matter finally 
decided. Several days ago the same mat- 
ter came up for consideration, but there 
Was not a quroum present, so no definite 
action was taken on the proposition of 
Mr. Peters, although members of the 
committee announced that they were in 
favor of giving the contract to the Oak- 
view people. 

When this was made public the trustees 
of the cemetery on the McDonough road 
stated that they would be willing to re- 
duce their former bid of $2 per body to 
duplicate the proposition made by the 
rival cemetery. The committee was unan- 
imous in agreeing that the Oakview cem- 
etery be given the contract for the 
year. The action of the committee will 
be ratified by council.

THREE RECAPTURED 


Four Men Charged with Moonshining 
Forfeit Bends. 
HAD COME HERE FOR TRIAL 


Judge Refused To Continue Cases, 
but They Continued Them. 


Were Eecaping in Wagon—One Still 
at Large—One ‘Convicted and 
One Acquitted Yesterday. 


After their lawyer had failed to have 
their cases continued J. J. Wehunt, Les- 
ter Parks, John Perkins, and Walter An- 
derson, four men charged with moon- 
shining, skipped out from Atlanta Tues- 
day and forfeited their bonds. The men 
worked a smooth trick in an effort to 
escape the law, but the officers ran them 
down and captured three of the party 
near Norcross. 

The four men were not prepared, it 
seems, to enter on the trial of their cases 
and they appealed through their attorney 
for a continuance. The request was re- 
fused. They were determined, however, 
to secure a continuance and they decided 
to continue the cases themselves. 

Accordingly they procured a wagon and 
started back to their country homes. They 
did not want to go by rail, as they knew. 
the officers would be watching the trains. 
They proceeded without molestation until 
near Norcross, when they were overtak- 
en and Wehunt, Perkins and Anderson 
were apprehended. Parks caught sight 
of the officers on their anvroach and he 
darted into the woods and made his es- 
cape, e is still at large. 

Wehunt was tried yesterday before 
Judge Newman in the United States 
court and was convicted. He was given 
& sentence of six months in jail and a 
fine of $100. Anderson was acquitted and 
the case of Perkins went over until 
Monday.

WOULD STOP BOX OPENING 


Alderman Pierce Seeks To Protect 
Horses and Mules. 


WILL INTRODUCE ORDINANCE 
x p> 


He Is Opposed to Merchants Open- 
ing Their Dry Goods Boxes on 
the Sidewalk. 


Alderman George Y Pierce, who, as 
chairman of the sanitary committee of 
council, is an ex-officio member of the 
board of health, will, next Monday af- 
ternoon, introduce in council an ordi- 
nance prohibiting merchants from open- 
ing boxes of goods on the sidewalks. 

The introduction of this ordinance will 
be a direct result of a statement made 
by Chief George Hope, of the sanitary 
department, duri.¢ a meeting of the 
heads of the city departments to the 
effect that thirteen mules in his depart- 
ment had been rendered useless by rea- 
son of having stepped on nails that had 
been negifgently left in the street. At 
that time Captain Hope stated he be- 
Heved that the opening of boxes of 
goods on the sidewalk had made it pos- 
sible for the department livestock to be- 
come wounded, 

Alderman Pierce will also introduce a 
resolution requiring the public water 
trough now located at the corner of West 
Harris and Luckie streets to be removed 
one block away to the corner of West 
Harris and Hayden streets. The trough, 
which is for the convenience of live- 
stock, is located on a steep grade and 
horses or mules have difficulty in drink- 
ing while pulling a heavy load. It is 
the purpose of Dr. Pierce to have the 
fountain located where it will be easy 
of access. 

This same fountain was formerly lo- 
cated at the junction of Murietta and 
Walton streets, but some years ago was 
moved from there to its present location. 
There are but few of these fountains in 
Atlanta. One, which for years was sit- 
uated at the junction of Whitehall and 
Forsyth streets, was removed out White- 
hall street to where that thoroughfare 
crosses the tracks of the Central and 
West Point railroads at grade. 


ONE DOCTOR MAKES REFUND. 


Dr. Jarnagin Yesterday Gave the 
City Marshal a Check 
for $190. 

In accordance with a _ resolution of 
council, Dr. W. C. Jarnagin at noon 
yesterday gave City Marshal: Riley a 
check for $190, money which had ~been 
paid him by the city for professional 
Bervices in connection with contagious 
disease cases. The city attorney had 
held that the city could not make sych 
payments to physicians who were mem- 
bers of the board of health, although it 
was admitted that the services had been 
rendered and should have received some 
recognition. 

Several days ago the city marshal 
served Drs. Jarnagin and Bizzell with 
notices of the action of council. To Mar- 
shal Riley, Dr. Jarnagin stated that he 
should have given the matter his atten- 
tion several days ago had he not been 
absent from the city. “If it is held that 
I am not entitled to this money,” he is 
reported as saying, “then I gladly re- 
fund it to the city.’ 

Dr. Bizzell was at the city hall ves- 
terday and called on the city marshal 
and the city comptroller to ascertain 
how the refund should be made. It is 
expected that he will send his check for 
$1% to the city. marshal today. 


INSOLVENCY IS ALLEGED.

Co. Adjudged Bankrupt. 
Charles Broadway Rouss, the wealthy

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Ds, BW, Bizzell Makes Sensa- 
tional Statement Before 
Committee, 


A HEALTH OFFICER IS 
FAVORED BY COMMITTEE 


Mayor ¥ro Tem. Johnson Declares 
Himself in Favor of Abolish- 
ing All Boards and Plac- 
ing Oontrol in Hands 
of Council. 


There is every prospect of a lively time 
in council next Monday afternoon when 
the joint recommendation of the ordi- 
nance and hospital and charities com- 
mittees regarding the establishment of 
the position of health officer comes up 
for adoption or rejection. 

These two committees held a session 
yesterday at noon and decided to recom- 
mend favorably a substitute ordinance 
proposed by Councilman Longino, chair- 
man of the hospital and charities com- 
mittee. That ordinance provides that «= 
health officer shall be elected by council 
at the first meeting of that body in May. 
The health officer’s salary shall be $2,400 
a year and he is to be elected for a term 


of four years. 

During the course of the meeting Dr. 
Bizzell, of the health board, who asked 
to be heard, made the sensational state- 
ment that the animosity aroused over the 
position of health officer was due to a 
ring of political medical men with head- 
quarters at the Grady hospital. 

It is provided in the substitute that the 
health officer shall be paid from the 
$5,000 originally appropriated to the hos- 
pital and charities committee for the 
maintenance of a hospital for contagious 
diseases. He shall be subject to trial 
and punishment by council for malfeas- 
ance, incompetency or neglect of duty, 
The health officer will be required t 
have an office as centrally located as pos- 
sible and will be provided by council with 
a horse and vehicle. 

The rules prescribing the duties of the 
health officer are to be determined by 
the board of health and the committee 
on hospital and charities working ‘oint- 
ly. Alderman Harvey Johnson and Al- 
derman George Y. Pierce did not sign 
the favorable report on the substitute 
ordinance, but gave notice that thev 
would fight the passage of the ordinance 
in council. Those signing the favorable 
report were Councilman Kontz, Council- 
man Grady, Councilman Longino, Coun- 
cilman Hill, Councilman Reed and Coun- 
cilman Barrett. Councilmen Rawson and 
Minhinnett, both members of the hos- 
pital and charities committee, were not 
present during the meeting. 

Would Abolish Boards. 

Decidedly the most sensational remarks 

made during the meeting were those of 
Alderman Johnson, who declared that 
he was in favor of abolishing all city 
boards and having departments run un- 
der the direction of committees of coun- 
cil. He said he was opposed to the 
substitute ordinance because, so he said, 
it was tantamount to having two health 
departments. He wished to have the 
health officer elected by the board of 
health and not by council, as is con- 
temiplated in Councilman Longino’s ordi- 
nance. 
“I do not agree to the substitute ordi- 
ance,”” said Mr. Johnson, ‘‘and shall 
vote against it in council. I don’t belfeve 
in boards and am of the opinion that 
they should be abolished. I may not be 
expressing popular ideas, I know, but 
those are my views. All the city de- 
partments should be run by council and 
that is the only way to keep them out 
of politics. I should be in favor of the 
mayor appointing these men. But as 
long as we have a health board, then 
I am in favor of letting that body say 
who shall be the health officer. If he is 
to be under the board, why should he 
not be elected by the board? I believe 
we ought to have a health officer, but 
I don’t want to have to vote for him. I 
don’t want that responsibility put on 
me. Put it where it belongs.”’ 

Councilman Malvern Hill also had 
something to say of interest to all pres- 
ent. He declared that a former ordi- 
nance creating the position of health of- 
ficer had been referred to the board of 
health for some expression from that 
body. “The board seems to have com- 
pletely ignored the paper,” said he, “‘for 
we have never heard anything from it.” 
Dr. B. W. Bizzell, a member of th 
board of health, was present and ha 
asked if council had ever been requested 
by the board to create the position of 
health officer. To this Councilman Hill 
said as the board was elected by cotincil] 
he @id not see why council could not 
establish any office it saw fit without 
— for a request from the health 

oa 

“As representatives of the city under 
oath,” said he, “we are. bound to do 
whatever we think is our duty and for 
the best interests of the people we rep- 
resent. I am in favor of Dr. Longino’s 
substitute. I consider it the best ned 
ed ordinance that we have had to con- 
sider and I believe it will harmonize all 
contending elements. shall certainly 
vote for that paper.’’ 

Declares “Ring” Exists. 


Dr. Bizzell then asked to be heard 
again, and this privilege was readily 
granted him. He declared, in answer to 
what Councilman Hill had said, that 
he knew the board had not ignored the 
ordinance and he was of the opinion that 
the paper had not been formally pre- 
sented for the board’s attention. He as- 
serted that the animosity that had been 
aroused was due to “a ring of political- 
medical men with headquarters at the 
Grady hospital.” 

Councilman Longino stated that he had 
not talked with but two members of th 
Grady hospital staff and both had tol 
him they were opposed to the ordinance. 

Dr. Bizzell made the further statement 
that he understood member of the

He said he noticed in his 
observation of the effects of the storm 
that the bulldings which seemed to have 
suffered most were those built upon pil- 
jars. The twisting ferce of the winds 
seemed to wrench them right from their 
foundations. 

“Solid walls and a few iron anchors,” 
Captain Devereux said, ‘“‘would have sav- 
ed most of these buildings from wreck, 
and they would have lost nothing more 
perhaps than a few shinglés or their light 
piazzas. People building houses should 
fill in the spaces between the pillars with 
masonry no matter how rough, as great 
vibrations will crumble the pillars, in 
which there is naturally very little lateral 
resistance, 

“I think there must havée~-been consid- 
erable loss of life among live stock, as I 
noticed several dead animals in the wa- 
terways along the railroad. Traveling in 
a train during and just after the storm 
appeared somewhat precarious, but the 
men in charge of the train on the South- 
ern displayed great caution, feeling their 
way along carefully wherever danger was 
to be expected.

Buildings 
in the path of these whirlwinds which are 
not securely anchored are Hable to suffer. 

“Of course there are some whirlwinds, 
such as that at Birmingham, which. de- 
velop such energy that they will destroy 
anything short of a pyramid. I have seen 
a whirlwind make a gap through a forest 
an eighth of a mile wide, uprooting large 
trees and scattering heavy buildings like 
so many feathers just as I have seen a 
column of water rise from the bosom of 
the ocean, lifting mililons of tons of wa- 
ter to the clouds. The same atmospheric 
conditions which have caused such dis- 
turbances in Georgia and Alabama give 
rise to the water spouts.”’ 

“What about a new United States build- 
ing for Atlanta?’ was asked. 

“That is a matter that will have to be 
handled by your delegation in congress. 
But if I were a citizen of Atlanta I cer- 
‘tainly would try for a new building. We 
should certainly have a fitting back- 
ground here for the statue of Henry 
Grady.’’

DFCISION AGAINST RAILROAD. 


Judge Newman Decides That South- 
ern Must Pay Atlanta National 
Bank $12,952.37. 

Judge William T. Newman yesterday af- 
ternoon handed down an opinion in the 
case of the Atf/inta National bank against 
the Southern Railroad Company, finding 
in favor of the bank. The amount which 
the bank js authorized to collect from the 
railroad is $12,952.37, together with interest 
at 8 per cent from April 1, 1898, and the 

costs of the court. 

The case is the outgrowth of a large 
shipment of cotton made by the plaintiff. 
It is alleged that the cotton was ordered 
shipped to Norfolk and that instead of 
reaching that point the cotton was un- 
loaded at the Bell street compress in this 
city. Judge Newman held that the rail- 
road is liable for damages.

The railroad was not satisfied with the

ing at North Avenue, 
-RESIDED AT: CORNELIA, GA. 


He Was Waiting in North Avenue 
Yards for Freight Train. 


FORMERLY EMPLOYED BY THE SOUTHERN 


Was Section Boss in Mississippi. 
Remains Sent to Cornelia Yes- 
terday for Interment. 
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Lee Anderson, a young white man, for- 
merly employed by the Southern railroad 
as a section boss in Miesissippi, was ycs- 
terday morning killed in the North ave- 
rue yards of the Southern railway by a 
freight engine. 

The accident occurred at about 
o'clock. Anderson’s body was badly 
crushed and the skull fractured. It js 
supposed ‘that he wes standing on one 
of the tracks waiting for an outgoing 
freight train when’one of the numerous 
switch engines working in the yards 
becked over him. He had been missed 
by the men about the yards about ten 
minutes when his body was discovered 
by Oscar Turner, who is one of the night 
foremen at the yards. 

Anderson was about twenty-seven years 
of age and lived at Cornelia, Ga.,where he 
had been for some time on account of ill 
health. Formerly, it is stated, he was 
employed as a section boss in Missis- 
sippi. He had come to Atlanta a few 
days ago, and yesterGay was waiting for 
a freight train to his home when killed. 
He went to the yards in the morning in 
order that he might catch a local ‘freight 
and ride hon.e. A number of the men 
wcrking to make up the different trains 
knew him, 2nd he was told to loaf around 
vnitil his train could be made up. 

The last seen of him, until his crushed 
body was found, was when he left sev- 
eral of the men and walked out into the 
darkness. No one knows just how the 
accident occurred, but it is thought he 
was walking about the yard when en- 
gene 269 came by. 

When the body was found the Grady 
hospital was telephoned, but before the 
smbulance could reach the place Ander- 
eon died. Hilburn & Poole were then 
telephoned of the occurrence and about 
4 o'clock they removed the body to their 
undertaking establishment on Hunter 
street. Corcner Stamps was notified and 
an inquest held. 

The body was yesterday removed from 
the undertaking establishment of Hil- 
burn & Poole and taken to Cormmelia on 
the 4 o’clock Southern train andi there it 
will be interred this morning.

Shippers are urging the roads to build 
better ventilated cars for the transporta- 
tion of farm products and other perisha- 
ble merchandise. During the summer and 
fall months severe ranges of temperature 
are experienced, and it is safe to say that 
the interior of closely-sealed box cars at 
such times is very hot. T eat inside 
causes exhalation to arise from the farm 
products or the materials manufactured 
therefrom, and the vapor arising is not 
carried out. Condensation ensues, which 
results in damage to the shipments, and 
through different associations they have 
asked that a properly ventilated box car 
be constructed té meet the following con- 
ditions: The ventilating device, whatever 
it may be like, must be one that can be 
lett open all the time and yet protect the 
cargo from rain and dirt and effectually 
secure it against theft. Shippers take the 
ground that they are entitled to such pro- 
tection, and that the benefit will be mu- 


tual. "

LEIPSIC ORCHESTRA. 
CONCERTS - BEAUTIFUL 
, 
HE Grand waa filled to ita capacity 
T last nig ht with an audience which 
proved, with repeated and prolonged 
applause that mounted many times to the 
point of enthusiasm, its appreciation and 
enjoyment of the concert by the Leipsic 
Philharmonic orchestra. 

The matinee and evening performances 
were as different as possible. In the af- 
ternoon the programme was brief and of 
a somewhat insignificant character of se- 


lection and the alidiencé was hy ho-‘means }. 


a large one; but at night the programme 
was of such. value as to satisfy complete- 
ly the splendid audience—splendid. in size 
and discriminating perception. 

The organization. is unduestionably an 
exceptionally fine one. It is sometimes 
adjudged great, and whilé such: a’term is 
liable to be too hastily applied, there is 
certainly some great work ‘accomplished 
by the orchestra.¢ 

The best features of 
their vim and fire of action, their power- 
ful crescendo, gradual and sudden, their 
marvelous planissimo and their strength 
in the strings. 

The tone of the orchestra is not all 
that it might be, and while some part 
of this fault, which is not remarkable 
except by comparison with the, few very 
great orchestras, is due to.imperfection 
of finish, it is to greater extent the result 
of poor instruments. 

The tone of the orchestra is always ac- 
ceptable, however, and often: beautiful, 
but it is seldom exquisite and alluring. 
The conductor is .pronouncedly one ot 
foreign type, full of gesture and anima- 
tion, hig baton playing only a small part 
in the direction that comes from his 
whole body, which is yet gracefully ex- 
ercised. Firmness, “irility and healthy 
temperament dominated his direction. 

The greatest work of the evening was 
the “Symphonie Pathetique’’ of Tschat- 
kowsky, which was given a really superb 
interpretation. The introduction of the 
first movement was treated perhaps in 
somewhat uninteresting manner, but the 
first impression soon merged into delight 
in the strong, sympathetic work that 
was continued throughout the symphony. 
The sad, beautiful motive which gives 
the sympathy’ its name was sung with 
feeling intensity—a smooth, deep, tender 
reading of the pathetic leading phrase 
whose sentiment is continued in the ever 
recurrent drum notes that have been 
called great heart throbs in the cheerler 
phrase farther on; the brisk, really mar- 
tial music that follows and the expres- 
sion almost of ‘resignment, with the oc- 
casional deafening burst of sound. that 
seems as if breaking. bounds of intolera- 
ble calmness were ‘played so that they 
told all the story. 

The ‘‘Leonore”’ Qverture by Beethoven 
was well treated, surprisingly so in con- 
sideration of the fact that the tone col- 
oring of this music must be evenly per- 
fect and the temperamental side must be 
of the richest ané@ purest, yet of the 
sanest to preserve a balance of gsenti- 
ment. 

The Greig Suite displayed some of the 
orchestra's daintiest and most delicate 
work, especially in the second number, 
whose rich, even harmonies were notably 
well sustained, its phrasing and its shad- 
ing finished and clear. 

The Tannhauser Overture was probably 
the most popular number of the evening. 
and it deserved for its elaborate and 
beautiful precision, balance of tone and 
inspiring vigor the praise ft received. 
After the Peer Gynt Suite and encore was 
insisted upon, and Handel’s ‘‘Largo’’ was 
given with a concert master, Lorma 
Picksteiner, as violin soloist. In this, as 
in his afternoon work, notably in the 
‘Jocelyn Berceuse,” bv Godard, Herr 
Picksteiner’s work was received with cor- 
dial appreciation of its worth. Herr von 
Slivinski, the pianist, in ‘‘Saint-Saens,”’ 
G minor Concerto, secured a vastly en- 
thusiastic recall. He played with splen- 
did technical brilliancy and the dash of

New Orleans, 
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NORMAN MARRIED 
NUMEROUS ‘WIVES 
Supreme Court Decides Case Involving 
Marriage Laws, 
‘MUCH PROPERTY AT STAKE 


An Actu1] Marriage Prevails Over 
a Presumptive Marriage. 


NORMAN LOSES ONE WIFE’S ESTATE 


With One Wife Still Living He Was 
Not Legally Married to 
Amanda Clark. 


The supreme court decided a case yes- 
terday in which there figured a muchly 
married tan, one Charles B. Norman, 
now of South Carolina. According to the 
record in the case Norman has married 
no less than six women, and he did not 
always wait for his previous wife to 
pass away before securing a new one. 

The suit was brought in Gwinnett 
county by Mrs. Martha A. Goode and 
Miss Ora O. Clark to recover property 
formerly belonging to Amanda A. Clark, 
who was one of Norman’s wives. The 
Gwinnett superior court decided in fa- 
vor of the plaintiffs, and the supreme 
court in sustaining that decision, pre- 
sents some interesting and important 
points. 

Chas. B. Norman, as the record shows, 
was a deserter from the confederate 
army. He joined the federal army, and 
during the days of reconstruction he was 
stationed in that state. There he claims 
to have married in 1866 Henrietta Pres- 
cott, who was sixteen years of age. The 
evidence only shows that he lived with 
her as a common law wife. 

The first wjfe died in 1869, but in 1867, 
after living with her one year Norman 
came to Georgia and settled in Harris 
county. He had deserted his first wife 
and in Harris county he married Anna 
Hanceck, who is still living. The records 
of this marriage were in evidence. 

In 1869 Norman deserted his Harris 
county wife and went to Kentucky, 
where he married at different times Mat- 
tie Van Nort and Nancy Meredith. The 
latter, Nancy Meredith, had a living hus- 
band at the time. Norman married her, 
but she subsequently got a divorce and 
married Norman again. Mattie Van Nort 
and Nancy Meredith both died, and then 
Norman came to Gwinnett county, Geor- 
gia, where he married Amanda A. Clark. 
After her death, he married his present 
wife and is now living in South Carolina. 

How the Case Came Up. 

The suit before the supreme court was 
Brought by Mrs. Martha A, Goode and 
Miss Ora O. Clark, sisters of Amanda A. 
Clark, to recover from Norman some 
land in Gwinnett county which belonged 
to Amanda Clark when she was alive, 

Norman contended that his marriage to 
the woman in Florida in 1866 was good, 
and that therefore his marriage to Anna 
Hancock, in Harris county, was void. 
Consequently he claimed he had _ the 
right to marry Amanda A. Clark, and 
thérefore that he was her sole heir. 

The sisters of Amanda Clark contend- 
ed that the alleged Florida marriage 
was void and that the marriage to Anna 
Hancock was valid. There was no evi- 
dence of the marriage in Florida, while 
it could be shown that the marriage to 
Anna Hancock was legally performed. 
They claimed therefore that Norman was 
not lawfully married to Amanda Clark, 
intimating that he was guilty of bigamy. 

The supreme court in sustaining the 
contention of the sisters ruled that while 
the law presumes a marriage from co- 
habitation and repute, such presumptive 
marriage will not prevail over a subse- 
quent marriage which actually took place. 
It was held that when the actual mar- 
riage to Anna Hancock came into con- 
test with the presumptive marriage to 
the Florida woman ,the actual marriage 
prevailed over the presumptive marriage. 
Therefore it was held that Norman was 
not legally married to Amanda A. Clark, 
and he cannot claim her property. 

The supreme court sustains the finding 
of the superior court of Gwinnett county, 
and, it is stated, that the title to consid- 
erable property there is involved in this 
decision.

Each one will be served with motice to do 
this work in ten days from time of service. 
This work will be pushed forward as rapidly 
as possible, until there will not be a defective 
sidewalk in the city of Atlanta. Especially is 
this important to those having margins on 
their sidewalks, which they are required to 
keep sodded with grass. Now is the time to 
sod. Unless this is done in time, all such mar- 
gins will be paved with brick or asphalt by the 
city, at the expense of the owners.

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JUDGE LUMPKIN ON 


DUTY OF RECEIVERS 


Declares They Must Be Honest or They 
Will Be Punished. 


DECISION IN MACON CASE 


Refused To Release Receiver H. C. 
Tindall from Prison. 


JUDGE §=SYMPATHIZES §WITH FAMILY 


Says, However, Receivers Must 
Learn That Misappropriation 
Has but One End—the Jail. 


In the habeas corpus case of H. C. Tin- 
dali, tried last week at Macon, Judge J. 
H. Lumpkin, of the Atlanta circuit, pre- 
sided. He delivered a full written de- 
cision, which is very interesting as show- 
ing the judge’s views of the strict in- 
tegrity and fidelity required of receivers 
and the duty which he holds exists for 
protecting litigants and the public. 

Judge Lumpkin held that the rule 
against Mr. Tindall had been fully heard 
by Judge John S. Candler and determined 
by him, and that his decision could not 
be reviewed or reversed by another judge 
upon the return of the writ of habeas 
corpus; that the prisoner would not be 
discharged from custody under the judg- 
ment of Judge Candler by habeas corpus 
proceedings unless the imprisonment were 
actually illegal, and that if it were not 
illegal any effort to change Judge Can- 
dler’s judgment should be by writ of 
error to the supreme court, or by peti- 
tion addressed to the superior court. 

Among other things Judge Lumpkin 


said: 

This is indeed an important case. It is im- 
portant to the prisoner because it involves his 
liberty, It is important to the courts because 
it involves the question whether they can have 
the assets which they take into their custody 
preserved, and see that their receivers honestly 
and faithfully discharge their duties, and prop- 
erly dispose of property and funds entrusted 
to their keeping or whether they cannot; in a 
word, whether they can control their receivers 
or whether their receivers shall control them. 

It is also of interest to the judges to know 
whether, after one of them has carefully and 
patiently considered the conduct of a receiver 
and has adjudged him in contempt, another 
judge of a like court will promptly upset his 
judgment and turn the prisoner loose on a writ 
of habeas corpus, Of course if the detention 
is illegal, the prisoner will be promptly dis- 
charged, but if it is a matter of discretion or 
of reviewing what the judge who rendered the 
judgment has done, the second judge should 
not be overready to interfere. Such appeals 
should be more naturally addressed to the 
judge whose judgment is sought to be modl- 
fled or revoked or to some other judge with 
proper jurisdiction, by petition, rather than to 
another judge by petition for habeas corpus. 

This case is also of great interest to the 
public. When creditors or others institute pro- 
ceedings under which a receiver is appointed, 
they and the defendant would like to know 
whether such appointment is a means of pre- 
serving and safely keeping the property or 
fund involved or whether it is simply a pro- 
ceeding to take the property of others an‘4d 
turn it over to a receiver for his own use; and 
whether at the end of the litigation they will 
get what the court placed in the safe keeping 
of its officer or whether they must be satisfied 
with the information that the receiver has 
misappropriated their funds, but that inasmuch 
as he says he has spent them the court who 
appointed him is helpless and powerless to 
compel restoration or faithfulness and honesty 
on the part of its appointee, 

It must present to the mind of the litigant 
g rather cheerless idea of law and courts if 
he were told that the court could take his 
property or money out of his hands and place 
it in the hands of a receiver for safe keeping, 
but could not see that it was safely kept; and 
that he must be quite content at the end of the 
case to get nothing if the receiver should step 
up and admit that he had misappropriated the 
fund, but defy the court to make him perform 
his duty, merely saying, in effect, that he had 
taken the money, but he had also spent it and 
really did not see how he was to deliver it to 
those to whom it rightfully belonged or as the 
court should direct. 

Justice should ever be tempered with mercy, 
but to temper justice is not to destroy it or 
to weaken it to the point where sentimentality 
for a faithless trustee or a criminal shall en- 
courage crime in others or work a positive 
wrong to the innocent and injured. Receivers 
might as well learn first as last that misap- 
propriation can have but one end—the jail. 

In what I say it would seem needless to re- 
mark that I am actuated by no sort of feeling 
against this prisoner, Personally he was whol- 
ly unknown to me. If I had a feeling to- 
ward him, it would be one of pity and sorrow. 
To hear of a fond wife and innocent children 
who must suffer on account of his wrong is 
touching, but it is quite possible that some of 
the creditors in the equity cause also have 
wives and children; and it is one of the saddest 
things in life that a man can never do wrong 
and suffer alone. The web of human lives is 
so interwoven that no individual thread can 
be drawn out to itself without straining and 
tearing those intertwined with it. 

After discussing fully the law of the 
case and citing numerous authorities, the 
decision concludes as follows: 

The last ground urged is an appeal to the 
judge on the ground that the prisoner has 
been sufficiently punished and should be dis- 
charged, 

That any such position should be urged can 
only be attributed to the zeal of able counsel 
and sympathy for the prisoner’s family, Of 
course it cannot be seriouly expected that any 
conscientious judge will hold that less than 
two weeks in jail is a sufficient punishment 
for a receiver who, under Judge Candler’s 
judgment, is wrongfully withholding some 
$6,000. 

I would that I could, with due regard to the 
law and my duty, restore this man to his 
sorrowing family. The tears of his wife and 
the shame and suffering of his children appeal 
to deep-seated feelings of the human heart. 
But a judge has resting upon his shoulders a 
high duty and he must act under the solemn 
sanction of his oath of office. He cannot give 
way to sentiments of pity or of sympathy for 
those whom the petitioner has brought to suf- 
fering, and do that which would set an evil 
precedent and perhaps work untold wrong io 
many people, When in fact this petitioner 
shali comply with the judgment of Judge Cand- 
ler, or when on proper proceedings it may ap- 
pear fully and in fact that he cannot do so, 
and the judge who may hear the case shall 
deem that he has been really sufficiently pun- 
ished, he may discharge the applicant if he 
so decides. But with a just appreciation of 
my duty I cannot do so now. 

Whereupon it is ordered and adjudged that 
the prayer for discharge be denied and the 
prisoner be remanded to the custody of the 
sheriff under the judgment of incarceration to 
be dealt with as by law provided. Let this 
decision and judgment be entered on the min- 
utes of Bibb superior court, and the proceed- 
ings here recorded as by law provided.
